This small tree resembles Alnus firma Sieb. & Zucc. in its leaves, and it 
cannot be clearly distinguished without its female inflorescences or fruiting 
cones (female catkins). The mature cones are about as large as those of Alnus 
firma in size, but are in loose racemes and somewhat pendulous as in Alnus 
pendula Matsum., and the scales of the cones are thinly covered with grey short 
hairs near the top. But according to my observation the nutlets are sterile. So 
far as I know, it does not agree with any species of Alnus hitherto known from 
Japan and its neighbour countries. It is not unreasonable to suppose that 
the plant is probably a new hybrid between Alnus firma and A. pendula. 
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
